asked on account of the murderess be- 
ing a woman, but the proof ag&iast her 
was so overwhelming that no merer 
was shown. 
On the BCHffold she was 
hysteiical, and had to be almost ca-ried 
to the drop. 
Just before the black cap 
shut out the world from view, she be- 
came more resignsd but piteously ex- 
claimed: ' Oh, God, let me not sulfer." 
The drop fell and death was iniitanta- 
neous. The woman prayed incessantly 
towards the last, but etoutly maintained 
that she had no murder on her soul 
and had no doubt that she would go to 
Heaven. 


Minnie Dean's crimes were the sensa 
tion of last year in New Zeal&nd. In 
her prosperity she was patronized by 
well-to do fathers, who paid her hand 
•somely to become reiponsible for their 
children. A mother's love, however, 
induced an erring woman to seek her 
child, who had been delivered to the 
woman's care. 
Minnie Dean had re- 
ported it dead from natural causes, but 
the mother's suspicions were aroused 
and detectives were employed when 
the remains of a number of children 
were found of ages rangiog from a few 
months to several vears, buried in every 
conceivable place about the premises. 
The woman was arrested and. after a 
sensational trial, was condemned to 
death on the evidence of the guilty 
fathers who were compelled by the 
authorities to appear in court to assist 
the crown. 
Minnie Dean's defense was 
that all the children died from natural 
causes. 


Lillie M. Loveland 
appeared and 
claimed 
that she was the adopted 
daughter of the deceased and there- 
fore the heir, although there are no 
papers on file in the courts here. Later 
in the day Mrs. Robinson and Mies 
Loveland pooled their issucB by the 
young woman being united in marriage 
to the son of Mrs. Robinson.

INDIAKAFOLIS, Sept. 
16 —The police 
authorities were put to extraordinary 
activity yesterday in enforcing the 
Nicholson law, and in many quarters of 
the city the liberal element was in 
open revolt. The police tyere jeered 
and taunted by groups of men gathered 
on the saloon corners, many of whom 
had drunk to excesB.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 16.—It is 
estimated that there ave already 15 000 
visitors in this city, and yet the formal 
exercises of the dedication of state 
monuments and the Chickamauga park 
do not begin until Wednesday. The 
indications now are that the attend- 
ance will be very much larger than was 
expected. 
General Boynton, chairman 
ot the park commission, says he will 
not be surprised if there are 100 000 
here on tile day of the dedicaticn, 
though half that number is what has 
been calculated on. Lookout 
Moun- 
tain, Missionary Kidge and 
Chica- 
mauga park swarmed with visitors to- 
day. 


One feature of this gatherinc will be 
the large number of camps eBtablished. 
Governor licKinley, of Ohio, and his 
staff will camp with the Fourteenth 
Ohio volunteer veterans, the Toledo 
cadets and the cavalry troops from 
Cleveland. 
The camp is near the Na 
tional cemetery, where 
B3 000 union 
soldiers lie buried. 


Governor Matthews, of Indiana, his 
«taff and the state commission will be 
sheltered in about sixty tents near Cave 
Springs. 
Six hundred more tents have 
been provided for the Indiana veterans. 


Many of the Georgia veteran organ- 
izations, both union and confederate, 
are marching here. 
Most 
of the 
Georgia vets, as well as Governor At- 
kinson and his staff, wiil camp. The 
Tennessee National guard will form a 
camp. 
Camp Lamont has alreaity been 
established near the National ceme- 
tery. It is in command oí Colonel 
Poland, and consists of four battalions 
of infantry, one of artillery and one of 
light artillery. 


To meet the requirements of trans- 
portation in Chickamauga park on the 
dedication days, the national 
commis- 
sion has engaged 
evary team and 
vehicle in the three adjoining counties. 
Most 01 the reunions and gatherings 
will be held in one of Barnum's three- 
ring tents, which will accommodate 
about 15,000. 


Among the reunions arranged for are 
those of the Seventy-third and the One 
B-undred and Fifteenth Illinois. 


The governors of twenty-two states 
will be present, possibly those of twen- 
ty-eight with their staffs. 
Congress 
will be represented by about twenty 
senators and thirty members of the 
house, and the executive department 
by Vice President Stevenson, Secre- 
taries Lamont and Herbert and At- 
torney General Harmon. 
These will 
all be quartered at the Lookout Inn 
on Lookout mountain, within a quarter 
of a mile of the Ecene of the battle 
above the clouds. 


Already Chattanooga is pretty thor- 
oughly decorated, and the work is go- 
ing on rapidly a t d portraits of General 
Grant and General Robert E. Lee, side 
by side, are prominent everywhere. 


Nearly every surviving general of the 
two armies has sent notice of his inten- 
tion to attend, A joint committee of 
twenty senators and thirty members of 
the house will represent congress. The 
member« of twenty-six state commis- 
sions, who have been at work with the 
national commission in locating lines 
of battle of the troops of their respec- 
tive states, will attend. The secretary

T H E 
S E N T I N E L publishes today the 
interesting paper on ' The Disposal oi 
GAibago" which was read before th-i 
annual convc^ntion of the Natiocal 
Society of Public Improvement, at Cin- 
cinnati. Ohio, OQ September 12ob, by 
Thomas W. Devilbiss, president of the 
board of public works of this city. The 
paper is of specistl value to Fort Wayne 
people, from the .fact 'that it outlines 
the plau that will be adopted by thi^ 
board of public woiks for the disposal 
of garbage in this city after the com- 
pletion of the new crematory. The 
paper is as follows: 


In the preparation of a paper upon 
the subject ot the proper disposal of 
garbag«, I have assumed that my hear- 
ers are experienced, and readily com- 
prehend the necessities which now en- 
viron cities and municipalities. 
As to 
the proper method of disposing of 
garbage, in order that my time may be 
employed to the best advantage, I have 
«•chewed all argument as to necessi- 
ti®?, and will endeavor ,to present a 
pratical view upon this important Bub- 
jttCt. 


The dipposal of garbage embraces a 
consideration, first, of the method of 
collections, second, the character of 
vehicles, and third the system by 
which it shall be destroyed 


The method of collecting garbage 
should be placed under direction of a 
competent department of the city ad- 
ministration, which should be em- 
powered to provide ways and means 
and adopt such rules and regulations 
as will compel the uee of properly con- 
structed water tight metallic recepta- 
cles upon the part of the citizens, which 
should be located at points conven- 
iently accessible to tho collector, and 
in cities where coal is used as a fuel, 
ashes and all other refuse materials not 
incident to kitchen offals, should be 
kept separate from the garbage. 


It is evident where citizens are per- 
mitted to place their garbage in vessels 
of their own election and permitted to 
choose places for the purpose of dispos- 
ing of the same, that a very unsatis- 
factory condition will result. 
Many 
may perform satisfactorily while others 
will not, and a coiiflict will arise be- 
tween the citizens and oflScers appointed 
to execute the law. ® 


It is therefore clear to my mind that 
tho method for the collection of gar- 
bage should be under the direction of a 
proper department with full power to 
regulate the same, 


I am aware that a system which 
would be perfectly satisfactory in a city 
of the population and geographically 
located as the cit^ I represent, might 
not meet the requirements of other 
cities, and the methoda by which gar- 
bage can be collected is largely a local 
question. 


It has been my observation that 
where cities permit the work of collect- 
ing the garbage to be done by individ- 
ual contract, that an avaricious and un- 
scrupulous contractor will scheme to 
defeat the purpose of a contract to en- 
rich himself at the expense of sanitary 
conditions, which necessarily surround 
the disposel of garbage; and where citi- 
zens have been permitted to employ 
local cartdge, exhoritbant prices have 
been demanded, and the poorer classes 
compelled to live for days and weeks 
with the decaying matter surrounding 
them, unable to have the same re- 
moved. 


It is, therefore, apparent that citi- 
zens in their individual capacity, can- 
not be relied upon to provide ways and 
means for the proper disposal of gar- 
bage, and places this matter within the 
direction of the city 
administration, 
which brings us to the question as to 
how a city ofiScial can best direct the 
collection of garbage. 


Assuming that garbage should be 
lifted once in forty-eight hours, or 
every other day, and that the vehicle 
has a capacity of two cubic yards per 
load and the distance to haul is not 
greater than one mile and the popula- 
tion equal to about eight thous&nd peo- 
ple, it has been demonstrated that a 
district such as I have described can 
be kept clean and in a good healthful 
condition, and has led me to believe 
that cities should be divided into dis- 
tricts, the area and population of which 
shculd not be greater than one man with 
a team can get over in two orditary 
working days, allowing him to clean up | 
at least one-half of bis territory each 
day, and thereby lifting the garbage 
once every forty eight hours. 


The bed of the vehicle or wagon to 
contain the gaibage should be con- 
structed of steel or iron and built water 
tight, the lids fitting so as to avoid the 
emisoion oi odor, the ends slanting so 
as to permit washing and cleaning and 
the general construction should be so 
adapted that loading and unloading 
can be dono promptly. 


Vehicles are being constructed wi 
this end in vitw, and as the demand 
iucreascs the character ot the wagon 
r( quired will prove equal to the de- 
mand 


Having cxprchaed my views upon the 
first two propositions involv-jd in the

but it is my experience a.^'ter a careful 
investigation of the primary object, 
namely, to prevent accumula tion of 
filtL and diseasB-hreeding cot Utions 
'.-»ntiot be accon^pii8hed, unle.s all 
matter and material to be found v i the 
garbage b.>x can be ¡-uccees^ully incin- 
erated and totally destroyed. 


It is evident that the reducing pro- 
cess, which offers marketable product 
for speculation, is rapidly becoming a 
question of financial ret «Us, and an 
av^nu« for investment and speculation, 
and the health ul condition of a com- 
munity and the sanitary regulationft to 
prevent contagion and disease have be- 
come minor objects, where the disposal 
of garbage is open to 
speculation. 
Therefore, the theory of a self sustain- 
ing plant is erroneous and must give 
way to a more practical and more 
certain method of meeting this de- 
mand upon the departments of city 
government. 


There are many other objections that 
could be urged against placing so seri- 
ous a subject within the reach ot 
speculators and capitalists, and there 
are sanitary reasons why this system of 
reducing which does not destroy should 
not be encouraged 


The refuse matter necessary to be 
collected comprises garbage, night soil, 
and rubbish, and in many cities where 
the sewage syttam is not sufficient, the 
destruction of night soil becomes a 
serious question, and plants constiuct- 
ed for tha purpose of reducing garbage 
does not destroy this character of re- 
fuse matter, yet it is essential in order 
to hfive good sanitation, 
that the 
methods adopted for the purpose of 
disposing of garbage should include all 
kinds ot disease breeding material and 
rubbish. 


If the complete destruction of night 
soil cannot be accomplished by the 
operation of the reducing process, cities 
will be compelled to find other means 
of destruction, thereby causing the 
erection of a crematory for the purpose 
of consuming night soil, besides main- 
taining a reducing plant. 


This double expense can be avoided 
where a system is adopted that contem- 
plates total destruction, without regard 
to the marketable product that may be 
obtained through a reducing process. 


If we keep steadily in view the 
primal object and determine that the 
necessities of a city are sufficiently 
great to warrant the rapid and com- 
plete disposal 
of garbage, we will 
rapidly reach the conclusion that the 
cremation of the same and the com 
plete and thorough 
destruction by 
means of combustion will afford the 
remedy. 


It may be urged that furnaces can- 
not be constructed which will give en- 
tire satisfaction and completely de- 
stroy refused material, garbage, etc., 
without emitting ofiensive odors to th« 
annoyance of the people living within 
the vicinity of the crematory, but I 
hold that the question can be satis 
factorily solved, and that the duty now 
devolves upon the administrative de- 
partments of our various cities to foster 
and encourage the developement of 
garbage crematories in order that, as 
the demand for the same may exist, 
such deviees may be constructed that 
will sooner or later overcome all ob- 
jections urged »gainst some of the 
present devices. 


It 
cannot be successfully 
urged 
against the crematory system which 
totally destroys the garbage, that j^the 
expense of construction, collection and 
ânal disposal is too great, nor can a 
comparison which can be successfully 
sustained, be made as between the two 
theories of consuming garbage either 
by the reducing process or the total an- 
nihilation by combustion, wh«n we 
take into consideration the primal ob- 
ject for which these crematories are 
constructed, and the benefits to be 
given to the people by the succsssful 
disposal of their garbage. 


This can be accomplished through 
the operation of the admiüÍ8t.''ation 
boards, the expense of which should be 
paid out of the general fund, and the 
responsibility for the healthful condi- 
tion ot a city should be borne by the 
officers. 


It has been my purpose in what little 
I hR,ve said upon this subject to eetab 
lish a principle, namely: 
That the dis- 
posjil of garbage is ireighted with a 
high moral condition that cannot be 
set aside ;or the purpode of creating 
investment, but demands the scrupu 
loug and honest efforts of municipal de- 
partments. 


True, it bpconies the duty of the 
officiai in charge to so manage tho cares 
entrusted to him that tho expenses in- 
curred may be kept to the minimum 
and the very best results to be obtained 
at the lowest possible cost, but it 's 
eqiisily 
true 
that he bhould 
be 
Butficiently cnpable mentally and mor- 
ally, to determine that sauitation is 
esBeutial to the health and prosperity 
of the cit'zen, and the real question in 
ecoDomica for him to consider is, how 
muoh wiil it cobi to thoroughly and 
compbitely dispostí oí' garbage, and 
whea he baa reached the' conclusion 
acd has honefitly aud efficiently di- 
j reeled the destruction of this olF^nfive 
' iiiceasity to habitation, at the lowest 
i poisi'ile cost, he will have solved one 
; of t'lu- hiiihtst problems of municipal 
I (coaoiiiins and wiil have performed a 
I duty, the reward for which a grateful 


i connnunity will ever commend.

establishment of the idea of a constitu- 
tional government, a form of govern- 
ment by the people, as the government 
of the North American continent. 
On 
the 17th of ^pteijQber, 17^7, the con- 
stitution of the 'United States was 
adopted and presented for the ratifica- 
tion of the states. 
An admirable doc- 
ument to begin with, a model, indeed, 
on which many constitutions have 
since been framed, and since so amend 
ed as to make it indeed a "charter of 
liberty" and a fit supplement to the 
declaration of independence. 
Oa Sep- 
tember 22, 1862, President Lincoln 
issued the first proclamation of eman 
cipation, and on September 21, 1871 
the parliament of Brazil passed the bill 
giving freedom to 2,000,000 slares. 


A DEEPLY enthusiastic Christian sect, 
Methodists cjuinot well do otherwise 
than recognize women as entitled to 
distinction in the councils of a church 
which women have done much to fos- 
ter.

Jt is now practically settled 
that 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles will assume com- 
mand of the army on the retirement of 
General Schofield on the 23d inst 
General Miles will take the place by 
virtue of his rank as senior major gen 
eral, which rank he will retain unless 
congress decides to continue the rank 
of lieutenant general, which expires 
with General Schofield, and General 
Miles is advanced to it. 


For thirty-four years the generals 
commanding the army 
have 
been 
graduates of West Point. 
General 
Miles is not a West Pointer or graduate 
of the United States Military academy 
His will be the first civilian appoint- 
ment to attain to the comtq^and of the 
army since Brevet Lieutenant General 
Winfield Scott, major general of the 
United States army, was retired. No 
vember 1,1861. 
For seventy-two years 
previous to General Scott's retirement 
however, the army had never been com- 
manded by a West Point graduate, 
though the military academy was es 
tablished in 1808, and supplied oflBcers 
to the troops which won victory from 
Great Britain in 1812, invaded Mexico 
in 1846, and which kept up a frontier 
warfare with the Indians almost unin 
lerruptedly from the close of the war 
of 1812 io the beginning of the war of 
the rebellion in 1861. 


General Miles will be the sixteenth 
general commanding the army since it 
was organized after the inauguration 
of the first president in 1789.

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Eminent'wisdom is shown in the new 
articles of agreement of union entered 
into by the three Central American re- 
publics of Salvador, Nicaragua and 
Honduras. The very name they have 
chosen, "The Greater Republic of Cen 
tral America," has a hope and prophecy 
for the future. The fact that each will 
manage her own affairs exactly as here- 
tofore is the best indication that the nn- 
^on may last. If they had attempted to 
choose one man as president of all three 
of the republics, the everlasting Spanish 
American jealousy would have blazed 
out in the breast of each of the three 
present presidents of the little conntriea. 
A general diet will manage the affairs 
of the Greater Republic, and in perfect 
impartiality this national body will sit 
at each of the capitals in turn. It will 
be rather a governing board than a leg- 
islative body. This news is of interest 
to the United States. It means much in 
regard to the Nicaragua canal. It also 
means that the United States will, if 
tieed be, be called to arbitrate interna- 
tional questiona 


There is to be an immense trade in 
rabbits from Australia, and Australian 
rabbits will come into 
competition 
with American pork in Great Britain, 
and they will be cheaper. 
Their meat 
can be dressed and shipped in refriger- 
ators to England by the ton. 
It is ex- 
pected that the factory operatives in 
places where all the family work in the 
mills will be the especial patrons of 
the rabbit market.

TALKS OF INDIA. 


Missionary Work in This Great 
IS^rahomiuedau Country. 


iBIsIiop J. M. riiolfurn nia«i MisHlonary

Two of the most distinguished mis 
sionary 
leaders 
of 
tho Methodist 
churches of the world—Bishop JameB 
M. Thoburn, of India, and Rev. W. H. 
Daniels, a returned missionary from 


India, and for a long time pastor of a 
church at Calcutta—were in the city 
yesterday, and during the day preached 
at the Wayne street. Berry street, 
Simpson, St. Paul, and Trinity church 
03, and also at the City Y. M. C. A. and

It 
was 
a 
rtd 
letter 
miesiocary 
day 
for 
the 
Metkodiflts, aud 
every one of the 
churches was crowded to hear these 
two distinguished divines tell what was 
being done in far-off India—benighted 
India—for the conversion of the mil- 
lions of heathens to the light and liberty, 
and happiness of ^ Christianity, and, as 
they told the story of the victories of 
the cross and the great work that yet 
remains to be done before the 352,000,- 
000 people of that land of Christian 
darknebs are given the Bible and taught 
the religion of the Nasarene, their elo- 
quent words were listened to with in- 
terest by their audiences and resulted 
in large subscriptions of money from 
the Methodists here for the cause of 
missionary work in India. 


The first sermon of Bishop Thoburn 
was preached in the morning at the 
Wayne street church. 
He took as his 
text, "Ye shall be witnesses unto me, 
both in Jerusalem and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most parts of the earth." It was a 
discourse that was full of power and 
convincing eloquence, and plain, prac- 
tical. forcible and interesting. 


The words of the text, he said, were 
those of Christ to His apostles when He 
was bidding them His last farewell, but 
they come to us today with the same 
force and fraught with the same obliga 
tion to obey them. 
We are face to face 
with the same question, and it is our 
duty today to obey this command of 
the Savior, just as much as It was the 
duty of the apostles to obey it at the 
time, it was uttered. 
It comes to every 
Christian. 
It is our duty to carry the 
gospel to the uttermost parts of the 
earth and to every creature. 


Biahop Thoburn then told what the 
command means. 
You cannot convert 
the heathen by simply sending them 
the Bible alone. 
Missionaries must be 
sent with it to explain its teachings 
and to instruct them in the beneficent 
principles of our religion, of which they 
are entirely ignorant. 
You may build 
telegraph line from Fort Wayne to 
any neighboring city, have all the 
wires stretched and all the instruments 
in place, but if the operator is not put 
to work no messages can be sent. 
It is 
just BO with the missionary work. 
You 
must not only send the Bible to the 
heathen world, but you must also send 
them consecrated teachers to instruct 
them and tell them about the love of 
God, His gift of His eon as a sacrifice 
for their sins and the glorious promises 
of salration to all those who believe 
and accept Jesus as 
their 
Christ 
Missionaries must be sent to tell them 
the simple, effective, convincing story 
of the cross, and the happiness it 
brings. 
This testimsny is bringing 
thousands to Chribt and it will, in time, 
convert the heathen nations to Christi- 
anity. 


The speaker then told how the com- 
mand to carry the gospel to the utter- 
most parts of the earth is being obeyed. 
It has been only one hundred years, 
he said, since the real missionary work 
of the church was commenced and now, 
after the lapse of a century, although 
much has been done, it seems as if it 
had only begun—so vast is the field 
and so large the numbers to which the 
Christian nations must carry the gos- 
pel. 
The bishop then told of his own 
work and the work of his church in In- 
dia and the plans that he had made for 
advancing it by getting more mission- 
aries into the field. The great need at 
the present time is more workers and 
more places for worship. 
I would be 
glad if we had one missionary to every 
500.000 people in India 
We have not 
such a working force there at present.

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of the Christian nations of the world to 
carry the gospel, the. bishop asked his 
hearers to imagine an army of men, 
marching through the church in which 
he^as preaching, with six in a rank. 
In one minute, he said, 1,800 men would 
have passed and at the end of an hour 
108,000 would have gone by. 
Let 
these men 
continue 
their 
march 
incessantly, day and night, through 
this 
fall 
and 
winter 
and 
until the 15th day of next September 
and there would still be a vast army of 
them who had not passed in review be- 
fore us. 
This is the multitude that we 
as Christians are under obligations to 
reach with the gospel of Christ. 
How 
are we going to do it? Does not such 
work require action? Can we set idly 
down and say that we will not lend the 
helping hand? There are many—Chris- 
tian men and women—who do not give 
a dollar for missions from one year's 
end to the end of another, and yet they 
quiet their 
consciences 
by 
saying 
that it is not their duty to care for the 
spiritual welfare of these people who 
live in foreign lands, because we have 
so many in our country to whom the 
gospel ought to be carried. I could not 
be a Christian, said the bishop, and say 
that I had never done anything for the 
heathen. 
Don't speak lightly of the 
missionary work of the church. 
It is 
a part, an essential part, of your re- 
ligion, and if you would do your duty 
you must help it along and do what 
you can to send Christ and His mes 
sage to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. 


Today, he said, the Methodists have 
20,000 converts in Indiana who have no 
missionaries to instruct them in the 
principles and teachings of the religion 
which they have embraced, although it 
requires only |S0 a year to support each 
one of these missionaries. 
If I could 
get 3,000 churches to each support a 
missionary I could get 100,000 heathens 
in India to give up their idols every 
year. 
These people cannot be kept 
under the standard of the cross if, alter 
they have been converted and baptised 
they have no one to instruct them 
We need men and money and it is the 
duty of you Christian people to see that 
we get these essentials for carrying on 
the great work which has been com- 
menced. 
India must be converted to 
Christ and you must do your part. You 
will never get the right conceptian of 
Christianity until you get to work and 
do something for missions. 


Rev. W. H. Daniels, the co-worker 
with 
Bishop 
Thoburn 
in India, 
preached at the Berry street church in 
the morning and at the Wayne street 
church in the evening. 
He is a man 
with gray locks and long flawing white 
beard, a regular patriarch in appear 
anee, and has been a worker in the 
India missionary tield for a number of 
years. 
His sermon in the evening at 
the Wayne street church was a most 
interesting one indeed and was most 
attentively listened to by the large 
audience present. 


The duty of ihe Christian nations, 
he said, to heathendom 
is simple 
and plain. 
We n^ust preach the gospel 
to them, and we must provide the 
money with which this can be done. 
In the carrying on of God's work we 
must not stop for any map or any 
geography, and we have failed in doing 
our full duty if we do not take a part 
or lend our assistance to the great 
cause of missions. 
Christianity would 
never have gained a foothold in the 
world if there had been no missionary 
work. 
Christ was a missionary. 
Home 
missionary work would never convert 
the world. 
Somebody got of the home 
missionary 
field 
into 
the 
foreign 
missionary field or else you and I here 
in the United States would never have 
got the gospel. 


Rev. Daniel's spoke at some length 
on the extent of the missionary work 
in India as it iwas being carried on 
by the Methodists and tho methods the 
church uses in its prosecution. 
They 
are sending fl.OOOOOO a year 
into 
India, but still the cry comes for more 
and it must be raised if we woiild come 
up to the full measure of our responsi- 
bility. 


The sermons of these two distin- 
guished ^missionaries 
at 
the 
other 
churches were interesting and listened 
to by large audiences. 
They left their 
homes in India last April and are now 
making a tour of this country, visiting 
the most important cities for the pur- 
pose of raising; means for the enlarging 
of the 
missionary work 
of 
their 
church in the nation which they repre- 
sent. 


Bishop Thoburn is about fifty-seven 
years of age. He has been in India for 
thirty-six years, having first gone there 
as a missiooary from the Pittsburg con- 
ference and afterwards elevated to the 
distincuished position which he now 
holds. 
He has crossed the ocean from 
this country to his mission fields in 
India sixteen times. 
He is a man of 
wonderful consecration and great abili- 
ty and is enthusiastic in the great work 
in which he is engaged. 


Rev. Daniels has been a missionary 
India and Japan for the last six 
years, but is at present engaged in the 
work m India. 
He went abroad from 
New England, where he had charge of a 
church, and is doing grand work as 
a missionary. 
He is fifty nine years 
old, although his long white beard and 
>;ray hair gives him the appearance of 
tveing a much 
older man. 
He is the 
author of a book entitled, "History oí 
Methodism," and i& a man ol literary 
calture and ability. Ue went from tnis 
city to Chicago today lo superintend 
some literary work whioh he has in 
preparation. 


Bishop Thoburn left this morning for 
Angola and will return hero Wednes- 
day to preach at the St. Paul's chuich 
in the evening. 
Both tf these divines 
will remain in 
tbi6 country 
until 
November, visiting the various churches 
here in the interest of the missions, 
and then they will return to India. 


AN ADEOIT SWINDLER 


NEW 
YÒRL^ MERCHANTS 
FLEECED 
BY A SMOOTH ROGUE. 


All on i Stolen Chco.U -The Allegetl 


Muuroo Got IMoney aiirt Goods—l>rawn by 
John iMunroo & Co. and Stolen From 
the Mails. 


A young man with a blond beard and 
a defect in his right eye, who represent- 
ed himself 
as John Munroe of 
John 
Munroe & Co., hotel keepers of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., has succeeded in swindling 
a number of storekeepers in New York 
in a manner that shows him to be a very 
clear headed and adroit rogue. 
Shortly 
after banking hours last Saturday he 
called at the salesrooms of the National 
Cash Register company at 1179 Broad- 
way and requested the salesman to show 
him a second hand cash register. 
This 
was an unusual request, so the manager 
endeavored to sell him a new machine 
and was successful. 
The price of 
the 
register was $150, and the terms of sale 
| 2 5 down and | 1 5 monthly. 


A contract was drawn up and several 
promissory notes were made out, all of 
•which the man signed in a firm, round 
hand in the name of John Munroe & 
Co., giving the address as 135 Broad 
street, Elizabeth. 
He then remarked 
that he did not have f25 in cash with 
him, but he tendered in payment of the 
first installment a certified check for 
$256.14 drawn by Baker «& Williams, 
storage warehouse keepers of 487 Green- 
wich street, on the Broadway National 
bank in favor of John Munroe & Co. 
He indorsed this in the same firm hand 
and received a receipt for $25 and the 
Cash Registry company's check on the 
Garfield National bank for the differ- 
ence, $231.14. 


The manager then telephoned to the 
Register company's Newark agent to 
look the man up in Elizabeth, and on 
Tuesday he received an answer that no 
such firm could be found on Broad 
street. 
Soon after receiving this infor- 
mation the manager was surprised to see 
Munroe walk in and give instructions 
for a change in the name plate on the 
register from "John Munroe «fc Co." to 
"Munroe Co.'s." 
The manager in- 
formed him of the Newark agent's mes- 
sage, but he merely laughed and re- 
marked that there "were two Broad 
streets in Elizabeth—one North and the 
other South Broad street. His place was 
on North Broad, he explained, and the 
Newark man had no doubt visited the 
wrong end of the town. 
This seemed 
plausible and restored the manager's 
confidence in the man, who then said 
that the baifk had refused to cash the 
check, as they did not know him, and 
he requested that some one from the of- 
fice go to the bank with him to identify 
him. 
The bookkeeper was sent to do 
this, but on reaching the bank he could 
not state positively that the man was 
authorized to indorse John Munroe & 
Co. 's checks, so a compromise was ef- 
fected by the cashier certifying the 
check. 


The alleged Munroe then left and, as 
was afterward ascertained, visited J. R. 
Gibney of 51 Murray street, where he 
again represented himself as a hotel 
man, and explaining that he intended 
serving a banquet he purchased $52 
worth of glassware, for which he ten- 
dered the check of the Cash Registry 
company in payment and received in 
change $79.14 in cash and a check on 
the Irving National bank for $100. Aft- 
er leaving intructions to ship the goods 
to Elizabeth he left, going immediately 
to the Irving National bank, where he 
had the second check certified, as the 
cashier refused to pay it without his be- 
ing identified. 


On Wednesday morning he visited the 
harness store of Isaac I. Stelling, 1560 
Broadway, aud bought a boy's saddle 
for $25. This item he paid with Gib- 
ney's certified check for $100, and as 
Stelling did not have change he handed 
the check to the errand boy, with pri- 
vate injunctions to visit both the Irving 
National bank and Gibney*s. 
This the 
boy did and at both places was inform- 
ed that the check was perfectly regular. 
So he had it cashed at the home bank 
and gave the supposed Munxoe the $75 
change. About ten minutes later a man 
called for the saddle. 


About this time the Broadway Na- 
tional bank discovered that the indorse- 
ment on the original check for $231.14 
was a forgery, and that the check had 
originally been drawn by Baker & Wil- 
liams in favor of John Munroe & Co., 
bankers at 32 Nassau street. New York. 
The Cash Register company was notified 
of this, and simultaneously with the 
announcement came notificatioms from 
the United States Express company that 
no such number as 135 existed on North 
Broad street, Elizabeth, and further- 
more that no such firm was in existence 
there. 
The manager of the Register 
company immediately visited the firm 
of Baker & Williams, where he was in- 
formed that the check in question had 
been mailed to John Munroe & Co. at 
82 Nassau street on Friday, but bad 
been stolen from the mail, as It had 
never reached that firm. 


The postoffice authorities were noti- 
fied and a detective put to work on the 
case. J. R. Gibney stopped the delivery 
of the goods, although this was per- 
fectly unnecessary, as no one called for 
them.—New "York Sun.

It Was laTented For Carriag« Use by aa 
Englishman Named Thompson. 


The universal use today of the pneu- 
matic tire by cyclists and the fact that 
its general use is of such recent adoption 
lead the public to think of the pneu- 
matic tire as of recent origin, and per- 
haps to the usual corollary that some one 
is enjoying a financial feast of royal- 
ties. Such is not the case. Robert W. 
Thompson, of Adelphi, county of Mid- 
dlesex, England, worked for years to 
perfect a pneumatic tire, and May 8, 
1847, the United States patent office 
granted Mr. Thompson letters patent 
Na 5104 for "an improvement m car- 
riage wheels," which he himself de- 
scribed as follows: 


"The nature of my invention consists 
in the application of elastic bearings 
rotmd the tires of the wheels of car- 
riages for the purpose of lessening the 
power required to draw the carriages, 
rendering their motion easier and di- 
minishing the noise they make when in 
motion. I prefer employingfor the pur- 
pose a hollow belt composed of some air 
and water tight material, such as sul- 
phurized caoutchouc, or gutta perch a, 
and inflating it with air, whereby the 
•^heels will in every part of their revo- 
lution present a cushion of .air to the 
ground or rail or track on which they 
run." 


March 12, 1889, A. W. Thomas of 
Philadelphia received nine American 
patents on pneumatic tires which con- 
sisted of a single tube of rubber and 
canvas. Then, Sept 9, 1890, John B. 
Dunlop of Belfast received an American 
patent for a "wheel tire for cycles" 
which had been patented by him in 
England in 1889. Dunlop's invention 
was a one tube tire of canvas and rub- 
ber, made on a straight pole, then re- 
moved and its ends jointed to form a 
tire. It was the first practical introduc- 
tion into the United States of the pnen-^ 
matic tire. They commenced to find^ 
their way from England in 1890, but 
for a time their adoption was slo^ 


The real start of the pneumatic tire 
in the United States dates from the 
Pullman road race of May 80, 1891. On 
that occasion, owing to the reports re- 
ceived from England, the wheels "hav- 
ing pneumatic tires were heavily handi- 
capped, but, notwithstanding this dis- 
advantage, clearly proved their supe- 
riority. Then the bicycle manufacturers 
realized for 1}he first time that the 
wheel of the future was one with a pneu- 
matic tire, aud all set about securing a 
tire for their respective wheels. The re- 
sult was that in that very year four dis- 
tinctive types of tires were brought out 
in America.—Chicajfo Tlmefi-Hetaid.

TBI WABASH IKBTBUCTION CAR 


The new air brake instruction oar of 
the Wab-wh, which is in Fort Wayne 
for the first time, was run down to the 
depot Saturday evening and thrown 
open to the members of the press and 
other friends of Superintendent J. B 
Barnes and Master Heohan'io F. W. 
Horse, who were present to receive and 
show the Tieitors through the car and 
explain 
its 
wonderful 
mechanism. 
This car was equiped in the Moberly 
shops of the company last June, under 
the supervision of Hr. Barnes, and no 
labor or expense were spared in the 
work. Therefore, it is undoubtedly 
the most complete in its design, equip- 
ment 
and 
arrangement 
of 
any 
instruction 
car 
in 
the 
TTorld. 
The 
car 
was 
originally 
a 
fifty 
foot passenger coach, which had been 
remounted on twospecially constructed 
heavy trucks of four wheels each, and 
it weighs as it now stands about 90,000 
pounds. The interior is divided into 
office, sleeping room and instruction 
^ m . 
The office is a comfortable, 
handsomely carpeted and furnished 
little affair, with writing desk and 
chairs for the instructor's use. A small 
space is partitioned off the side of the 
office for a lavatory, linen closet and 
wardrobe, while the middle compart- 
ment, seven feet in length, extends the 
full width of the car and contains two 
Pullman 
sections. 
The 
entrance 
to 
these rooms is made through 
swinging 
doors, 
which 
open 
either way. 
But 
the most inter- 
esting part of the car is the instruction 
room, which is filled with useful appar- 
atus for the enlightenment of trainmen 
and others in the use of the wonderful 
Westibghouse air brake system. 
Nor 
does the instruction stop there, for 
every part of a locomotive, including 
valves, cylinders and injectors,- is illus- 
trated by sectional parts in full opera- 
tion. A Westinghouse boiler, occupy- 
ing one end of the car, furnishes steam 
for the air pumps and the engine for 
driving the dynamo. In the corner of 
the car is a coal bunker, and near it 
sets a five horse power Westinghouse 
engine and a fifty light compound 
wound, multipolar generator which 
supplies the light for the twenty-five 
incandescent lamps, and also power for 
the small motor which runs the valve 
motion model and the outside equalized 
drive brake model placed on the wall 
near the middle of the car.

heart of the automatic air brake sys 
tem. To the left, opposite this, is an 
ingeniously devised full size passenger 
car brake, with ten-inch brake cylin- 
der levers and beams complete, set on 
end to economize space, and only occu- 
pies that of the depth of the truck. 


One of the most interesting features 
to the reporter and possibly to many 
others who visited the oar during its 
stay here is a half-size working valve 
motion model, which is run by a small 
motor. This model shows the action 
of the valves when the lever is at differ- 
ent angles. Near the model cylinder 
sectional injeotors and a sight-feed 
lubricator are fastened to the wall of 
the car, while across the aisle is a 
Baker heater with a jacket system.

A four foot switchboard, made of 
solid oak and mounted with circuit 
breaker, etc., and eight oil lamps^ 
which may be used instead of the elec- 
tric lights if desired, complete the out- 
fit

ed for th» purpose of reducing garbage 
doea not destroy this character of re 
iuse matter, yet it is essential in oro'er 
to h-vve good saoitntion,

methods adopted for the purpose of 
disposing of garbage should include all 
kinds ol disease breeding material and 
rubbish. 


li the complete destruction of night 


oil cannot be asoompliuhed by the 
operation of the rtduciog process, cities 
will be compelled to tind other means 
of destruction, thereby causing the 
erection of a crematory for the purpose 
of consuming night soil, besides main- 
taining a reducing plant. 


This double expense can be avoided 


where a ejutem is adopted thatcouttra

If we keep steadily iu view tho 


primal object aud determine that the 
necessities of a pity are sufficiently 
great to warrant the rapid and com- 
plete disposal 
of garbage, we will

It may be urged that furnaces can-
